TIBPRIAS. — Archaeologists 
of the Government Antiquities 


Department and the Hebrew 
University, among them Prof. 
M. Stekelis, Prof. B. Mazar, 


and Dr. A. Biren, yesterday 
visited the site where a ske- 
leton of a Neanderthal man 
was found in a cave in Wadi 
Abud. They were given expla- 
nations by members of the 
Japanese team exploring the 
eave. 

In the meantime it was 
found that the skeleton is al- 
most intact with only a few 
ribs missing, and the cranium 
has a few ~ well-preserved 
teeth.

Chair- 
man of the Rheumatic Fever 
Society, announced yesterday 
at a press conference in Je- 
rusalem. 

This is the fourth year that 
the Society is running a — 
cial summer camp. Mes 
Eliash said, and it is still 
compelled to reject some 350 
applicants who were recom- 
mended by doctors. 

The children will attend the 
camp from 8 am. to 5 p.m.
